Gugllelmo Marconi's Iatest Invention,

Just announced by dispatches frpm Paris,
an Inventlon which It ia predicted will
revolutionize the operation of neroplanes
and dirigiblen In war tlmes in the subs
Jest of much conjecture on the part of
Philadelphin avintors

The dispntches announce that Mareanl,
the inventor of the wirslesasn telegraph,
had just perfected o s nl apparatun
whiich Is destined to make tionni
ohangs in operation of air eraft. No par-
ticulars ara given,

Baron Haldeman von Figyelmosay, one
of the directors of the Aero Club of Peénne
splvanin and himself an aviator of note,
when told of the now invention said:

“T mm sure thers can be no new prin-
eiple of aviation, but It ia possible that
this Invention to which the dispatches re-
for. may bo one by which Marconl can
?nln'll power to the neroplanes or diri-
giblea by usae of the wirelean. That means,
too, that light for powerful searchlighta
ecould be furnished by the wireless an
waell. ‘These searchlights could be used
at night in loeating the enemy. The lights
could be turned off and the neropinnes
chatge thelr courae In the darliness,

““Then, too, It might be that hy the use
of wirelosn the aeroplanes could set off
bombs which had proviously heen secroted
in boats on the ccean,” added ths Baron.
Phe waves from o wireless go out (n all
directions, 50 It I8 not at all necossary
for the avintor to know In what part of
the ship the bomb might be. It could go
within two milen of the boat and set off
the bomb by the use of wireless, This
anny be what Mareconl has lsvented, of
course nons of us know. It scomn the In-
‘sention Is belng kept & secret as much s
posaible.”

John B. Kunkle, also n member of the
Aero Club of Pennsylvanin and a member
of mevernl Important commlitteen of the
club, suggests thut the Marconl invention
may deal with a new mothod of wireless
by which It will be possible for neroplanens
or dirigibles to communieate with ench
other when In midalr. At present com-
munication with the ground In possible,
but recdlving nnd takin orders from
planes in the alr ls not & Success,

Mr. Kunklo slso suggests that the new
invention may have something to do with
the control of a stabllizing apparatus by
use of the wireless. This method, he says,
might make aviation safer.

Clarengs P. Wynne, another mamber of
the Aero Club of Pennsylvanin, suggents
that the new Marcon!l Inventlon may be
a method by which nerial torpedoes moy
ba controlled In the alr by the use of
wireless. Ie says he realizes It sounds
impossible, but adds that torpedoesn nre
controlledd under water, and 1t Is likely
that causing torpedoes to go through tho
alr in certaln ways Is posaible also,
